My col- 
leagues say that the present methods o 
gaining evidence have always been used.

To 
determ-ne the weight of testimony in a 
cnse where there is nothing but cireum- 
Itanti il evidence is always a difficult mat- 
ter, ior the reason that what may aupear 
proof to one mind may not be regarded 
with inv ereat degree of favor by another. 
It, is M ell in Ihe state of Massachusetts 
that in offenses of this kind the law should 
prom otly and effectually assert itself in 
this manner. We know that in the South, 
and sometimes in the West, there is a 
tendc ncy tojrusort to illegal methods of 
punishment waen crimes of this character 
ore committed, and if there was a mis- 
carriage of justice in Massachusetts, if it 
•were found that those who committed the 
most horrible of crimes were apt to escape 
punishment unless evidence of an over- 
whelming character was presented, it is 
rot impossible that even here the com- 
roupity, feelingthe need of self-protection 
whicli the laws did not afford, would 
take the matter in their own hands and 
secure prompt jnstice, even if, at times, 
their action was accompanied by great 
cruelty and even wrong-—Boston Herald. 


Th" conviction of John O'Neil of the 


crime of murder in the first degree, in the 
trial which came to an end at Greenfield 
yesterday, is a triumph of justice which 
public sentiment will applnud.

can he no doubt of the man's guilt, and 
the \ erdict of tho jury not only satisfies 
public opinion, but realizes the general 
expi elation.

Cloiul was one of those crimes which 
sometimes startle a quiet rural New Enp- 
lane! c oinuiunity out of its peaceful se- 
curitv by their horror and their seeming; 
lock of intelligent purpose. While they 
cannot be said to indicate insanity in the 
perpetrators, but a loss of mental balance 
whicli sinks the criminal below the level 
of « ferocious beas*. O'Neil's crime was 
one of peculiar atrocity, abominable in 
every way, and the world will be well rid 
of an abnormal monster when the law 
een<ln htm out of it.—Boston Post. 


For our own part, we confess to a strong 


sens 
of satisfaction over the verdict 


whi< h has been returned in the case of 
John O'Neil for the ravishment and mur- 
der of Mrs. .McCloud. The public at large, 
we ure convinced, will share this feeling 
in ujual degree. Crimes so atrocious as 
the one for which O'Neil must pay the 
forliit of his life excite such abhorence 
and horror that tbe public can reconcile 
the proper treatment of the perpetrator 
only with that procedure which shall rid 
the world, by ]egal measures, of one who 
has proved himself a veritable monster. 
As lor the jury, the promptitude with 
which it returned a verdict of guilty of 
murder in the first degree may be ac- 
cepted as tolerably fair evidence that'by 
the uime counsel had concluded their ar- 
guments, the fate of the accused was 
sealod.

1 i.e trial of John O'Neil, Jr., at Green- 
field tor the horrible murder of Mrs. Hat- 
tie i;. McCloud ol'Shelburne Falls, which 
has just closet d, has been one of tbe most 
intensely inters ting ever held in West- 
ern Massachusetts. In iact there have 
be> a few tri tls in the state which have at- 
ir.-i.-tea so w jne atttntion. He wss a man 
v.-i o was arrested on suspicion and against 
whom there had previously been no 
rcuord of crime. Every particle of evi- 
dence against him was circumstantial, 
any one fact being of itself of little import, 
but taken together, they made a network 
winch wa« perfect. The verdict speedily 
reached by tho jury, was unquestionably 
the only one which could have been rend- 
ered. O'Neil, either alone or in company 
of another, committed one of the most 
atrocious crimes in the history of the 
state.—Springfield Union. 


'1 he verdict in the O'Neil case is ap- 


proved by about everyone who has closely 
followed tbe testimony. A few lawyers 
declare that the evidence did not warrant 
the verdict of guilty of murder in the iirst 
decree and probably, had the jury been 
made up ot 12 lawyers a disagreement 
would have been reported. The charge 
to the jury by Chief Justice Mason wns

The trial of O'Neil has resulted as most 


people who made themselves familiar 
with the evidence expected it would and 
nu eta the public approbation.

The facts in the case were made known 


by the New York papers Thursday, when 
they contained accounts of the suicide of 
the young man »t his father's home. His 
name was Edward Mitchell and he was 
23 years old. He was a member of the 
class of "98, Columbia Medical college,was 
a talented and popular young man and 
had bright prospects. He appeared to be 
in usual health and spirits up to the time 
of the suicide, which he committed by 
shooting himself through the heart. No 
reason for his act is known.

An Ovation to Susan B. An- 


thony in Her Native 


Town. 


NOTED GATHERING AT ADAMS, 


Miss Anthony Was the Center of the 


Group and the Subject of Appreciat- 


ive Eulogies. Famous Women 


Made Speeches. Woman's 


Suffrage Upheld. 


Tbe Berkshire Historical and Scientific 


society held its annual outing at Forest 
park, Adams, Thursday. The ttrst part of 
the program was dinner for the invited 
guests in the large pavilion which was 
decorated for the occasion. The platform 
was covered around With pine boughs, the 
roof was profusely him j with Japanese 
lanterns and the American flig was 
draped conspicuously. Dinner was had a 
little after 12 o'clock. 
Miss Susan B An- 


thony, the honored guest, occupied the 
position at the head of the table. Rev. 
Anna B. Shaw of Philadelphia asked the 
blessing. About 50 had dinner. 


While dinner was being eaten friends of 


the society were arriving in numbers and 
gathered to the extent of about 500 per- 
sons. The executive committee and Dr- 
D. E. Thayer of Adams had provided 
good accommodations for the visitors. 
Tallyhos and hacks were waiting when all 
the trains arrived. The visitors were car- 
ried to the park without the least incon- 
venience. The accommodations at the 
pavilion were excellent. 
The nature of 


capacity was abundant and a number of 
Adams men kept themselves busy in see- 
ing that all were supplied with positions. 


The dinner over, the guests went on 


the platform. When Miss Susan B. An- 
thony oame forward she was applauded- 
Upon the platform were Miss Susan B, 
Anthony; Mrs. Id* Harper, biographer of 
Miss Susan B. Anthony; Mrs. Carrie Chap- 
man Catt, New York; Miss Alice Stone 
Blackwell, Boston; Mrs. May Wright Be- 
wail, Indianapolis; Mrs. Rachel Foster 
Avery, Philadelphia; Eev. Anna H. Shaw, 
Philadelphia; Mrs. Clara B. Colby, Wash- 
ington, D. C. Eev, A. B. Whipple, Pitts- 
field, vice president ot the society, sat 
with Miss Anthony on the platform and 
presided in the absence of Dr. John 
Bascom. 


Mr. Whipple explained the reason Pres- 


ident Taylor was not present. He went 
into the history of Adams a little and 
gave the information that the town was 
named from Samuel Adams or John 
Adams. He punned on the double town, 
with double name and said as to the ori- 
gin of name there was the double choice. 


Eev. Dr, Louis Zahner of St. Mark's 


made a short address of welcome. He 
considered the town of Adams very fortu- 
nate in having the meeting. How appro- 
priate it is that these people should 
gather here to review history and recall 
the 
beginnings of the best things we 


have today. The outcome of our social 
life is the outbuilding of the fruit of tne 
moat healthy thrifty plant that was 
rooted in those old times and people, 


Miss Susan B. Anthony was introduced 


acd said it was a great many years since 
she 
faced 
an 
audience in 
Adams. 


The last meeting was in the Baptist 
church 
and 
her 
old 
grandfather 


SO years of age, came down to see her and 
went into that church. She explained 
that she was not an Anthony alone, for 
the names the Laflins, Eeeds and Rich- 
ardsous are also to be taken into account. 
So you see i drag all around the four 
quarters of the globe in this territory. 
Miss Anthony paid a tribute to the prom- 
inent ladies on the platform, to whom she 
gave the name of "body guard" to her- 
self. They ure all holding leading posi- 
tions in 
the world, working for the 


establishment of woman's rights, or equal 
rights with man. She would introduce 
them all, so that they could tell of the 
part they are taking in this great rebellion 
which Abigal Adams began before many 
years ago. 


Miss Anthony introduced Mrs. Chap- 


man Catt, who first referred to the famed 
beauty of the locality and the desire most 
people have to visit it, but it is not of this 
desire that we come to Adams, but be- 
cause it is the birthplace of the greatest 
woman of our century. 
She compared 


the denunciation of Galileo and the rejec- 
tion of Miss Anthony and her teachings. 
It is a curious coincidence, she said, that 
Miss Anthony was born on the anniver- 
sary of Galileo's death. See, too, Miss 


Anthony says,'The world does move." 


Mra. .Rachel Foster Avery referred to 


Miss Anthony's intense Americanism, 
which she had the opportunity of ob- 
serving during her trip to Europe with 
Miss Anthony. The astonishment caused 
to some English people by Miss Anthony's 
suggestion that a fine Italian castle would 
make a good orphanage was presented 
and applauded. 
Miss Avery referred 


quite humorously to Miss Anthony's mis- 
takes in giving titled ladies their proper 
titles, and her conclusion to call every 
woman "Miss" or "Mrs." and be Ameri- 
can. 


Mrs. Harriet Taylor Upton referred a 


little to her family history and didn't 
know whether Mark E. Couch of North 
Adams was a relative. She said she heard 
he was a fighting Conch and Marcus 
Couch at that. There never was a family 
of Couches that had not a Marcos and 
none but had a fighter. Mrs. Upton spoke 
of western Ohio and said it was more 
New England than New England itself. 
The speaker considered the marriage re- 
lation, stating that the woman's^ rights 
advocates want marriage as a true part- 
nership. Social peculiarities and family 
incidents occupied most of the speaker's 
time. 


Eawlin H. Cook moved that tha owners 


of the hall be thanked for their kindness. 
The vote was unanimous. 


Mrs. Clara B. Colby read a poem writ- 


ten for the occasion by John Thayer of 
Eochester, N. Y. It was a tribute to pio- 
neers. 


Daniel Eeed Anthony, editor of the 


Leavenworth, (Kan.) Times, brother of 
Miss Anthony, was the next speaker. His 
remarks about early industries in the val- 
ley proved the vast difference between 
the present and half a century ago. He 
doubted if the progress was appreciated. 
He was always proud of the Anihony 
family and loves Adttms. 


Miss Alice Stone Blackwell, editor of 


the Woman's Journal, Boston, and record- 
ing secretary of the society Miss Anthony 
has the honer to represent, was intro- 
duced and said she would take it that her 
audience was in favor of woman's suffrage. 
It is wrong and unjust to hold from 
women their political rights. All who 
think so should take gome part in remov- 
ing it.

Miss Anthony said she had now been at 


home five months, the longest time she 
had been at home in 40 years. 


Mrs. Ida H. Harper, biographer of Miss 


Anthony, said she would not say her task 
of biographer was an unpleasant one. 
She presumed she now knows more about 
Miss Anthony than any other. Mrs. 
Harper said that the first five chapter of 
Mies Anthony's biography would be de- 
voted to Adams and vicinity. The local- 
ity would not be so much famed for its 
beauty as for its being the home of the 
famous woman. 


Mrs. May Wright Sewall of Indianapo- 


lis spoke of the intention of Mr. Hubbard, 
editor of the Philistine, to include Miss 
Anthony in his "Lives of Great Women." 
To do so he will probably visit the terri- 
tory and see the springs that fed her 
childhood. In her are found the gravity 
of the mountain, the impetuosity of the 
brook, yearning to break the old, narrow 
bounds. We who love her look upon 
these mustering influence)) in this locality 
and consider them as an influence on our 
general, as in the divine fitness of things.

Clara B. Colby, editor of the 


Woman's Tribune, Washington, through! 
the town of Adams and the Historical 
society would have a new significance 
after this meeting. She thought that we 
should recognize the heroic, while the 
hero is yet with us. Love of justice is a 
divine attribute and because of love of 
justice Miss Anthony has done heroic 
work. Had she not had patience and en- 
durance the world would not love her to- 
day. The quality of tenderness is the out- 
flowering of Miss Anthony's nature and 
no one comes so near us with thoughtful 
care like "Aunt Susan." The speaker 
hoped that a hall would be set apart in 
Adams to be a memorial to Miss Anthony.

She was the 
one that has no ancestry. She feels that 
there is a spiritual ancestry that ia higher 
than this other ancestry of which some of 
us are ashamed. She thought there was 
no chance of Miss Anthony's head being 
turned as some one remarked by the eulo- 
gies, for the prophets of God are always 
stoned. X love Miss Anthony not because 
she is a reform er but because I have seen 
her soul. 
Referring to the argument 


against woman suffrage, that the result 
hoped for would unsex woman she de- 
clared that such arguments are false. 
There Is evidence in 
Miss Anthony's 


character that love of rights does not de- 
stroy the sympathies. It is all nonsense 
the theory that God made men all head 
and women all heart. There' are many 
heady women and lots of hearty men. 
There is no human being I havo ever 
known who has shown mare sympathy 
for the difficulties of life than Miss An- 
thony and I believe that when women 
have ideals such as hers there will be the 
highsst motherhood. The speaker named 
a tree in the Yosomite valley for Misa 
Anthony not as a woman, but a monu- 
ment to an ideal. It is not a name we re- 
vere, not a person, but a great ideal. 
When the best thing is said of Miss An- 
thony it will be "she was true, she ws.s 
noble, she was a woman." Mrs. Shaw's 
address was very eloquent. 


President Taylor, of the society whose 


home is in Great Bo.rrington, and who was 
late, was called up by the president pro 
tern. He tendered his thanks to the so- 
ciety for the honor of being elected to of- 
fice. He is in tavor of woman's suffrage 
and he told stories of Berkshire in the 
war. 


Miss Susan B. Anthony was introduced 


by the chairman and said one part of her 
work was the gathering up of threads of 
history of the women engaged in this re- 
formative work. They are gathered in 
three large volumes and are the records of 
the efforts of the women of this country 10 
gain liberty. She will present three of 
these volumes to the Berkshire Histor- 
ical and Scientific society to be placed in 
its library so that all may read them. 
The chairman accepted the gift in a 
strong speech. 


Miss Anthony resumed and told a little 


incident "Chat makes everything seem so 
splendid to me." The incident was a 
visit at six years of age to grandma's 
which showed the home life of the period 
and childish peculiarities. She contrasted 
the imagination of the child she was then, 
the memory she had of things and the ac- 
tual conditions showing the idealizing | 
quality of the child mind. Her pic- 
tures of the old home were highly painted 
and made their subject very vivid to her 
hearew. Her reference to her beautiful 
memories was beautiful in itself. The 
women of Adams have supported Adams, 
they have done their-full quota of works. 
The women of the world have done their 
full quota of the world's work. They 
have shared in the labor, but not the pro- 
ceeds and what we want is law that will 
make the woman equal Rharer in the re- 
sults of the co-work. After this reference 
to her ideals she reverted again to home 
and ancestry and then to the social con- 
dition of women of half a century ago and 
the

of tpday, 
showing the 


opening of 
opportunity. 
Miss 
An- 


thony 
paid 
much 
attention to the 


work of women in the newspaper world. 
What I am working for is that when Sally 
Ann knows uiora, Sally Ann should be 
overseer. There isn't a woman under the 
American flag who does not want justice, 
They want the equal work and equal 
wages. If you want to do anything—token 
of the service I have been permitted to do, 
the way to give that token is to put on 
your armor and do what you can to secure 
equality for women acd their tqual share 
in government. 
You do not need to be a 


good orator. 
In your own sphere you 


have tha opportunity to become a reil 
evangel in this cause. 
The progress of 


equality for women in several states in the 
union was set forth by Miss Anthony and 
al.o the giin in the world of work, in 
which women are almost on an equality. 
Politically all we want is to have the men 
vote that the word "male" shall be strick- 


en out of constitutions. In conclusion Miss 
Anthony thanked the society for its invi- 
tation to be present and bring I) or friends 
arid bodyguard, who will work after her. 
Miss Anthony announced the family re- 
union that will take place today at the 
old homestead and invited everybody. 
She declared she would do her best to be 
at their service for the day. 
Dinner took 


place today about noon and afttr that 
came the informal exercises of the re- 
union.
